less than seven great stakes, among her victories 
being the Prix de Conseil Municipale, one mile and 
a half, with 1’8 pounds in the saddle, defeating the 
best French horses with Black Sand (who snbse- 
qneatly won the Cesarowitch) unplaced 

All the broodmare- consigned to the present sale 
are surely in f->al, and they are ju.t as genuine, 
jnst as promising, and have as «qual chance to 
produce groat results as any of the many winner- 
broed.rs which Sir J. Blundell Maple has in other 
years iont to Franco. The diversion of the sale to 
America is because Sir John has become impressed 
with the possibilities of America as a market. The 
yearling flliirs, which are in no sense “cast-offs”
